This .'5 due to the growing 
conviction 
that 
Japanese conditions 
will not prove as moderate as were at 
one tim e anticipated, especially in the 
m atter of indemnity, may preclude the 
possibility of their acceptance by the 
Russian en voys as a basis of negotia- 
t ions. 
The firm attitude of Mr. W itte In 
private conversation again st the pay­ 
ment of an indem nity and the insist­ 
ent reports em anating from Japanese 
quarters that a stiff war contribution 
approxim ating the cost of the war, 
variously stated at from six hundred 
to eight hundred millions, constitutes 
one of Jap an’s dem ands, indicates a 
wide, if not an irreco n cila b le differ­ 
ence betw een the Japanese irreduci­ 
ble m inim um and what Russia is pre­ 
pared to accept. 
Upon the question 
of the paym ent of a large indemnity 
the instructions of the Russian pleni­ 
potentiaries are believed to admit of 
it" concession, although I' is possible 
a certain com pensation in kind might 
be arranged. 
For instance, it is sug­ 
gested that for the relinquishm ent of 
the Island of Sakhann, now potentially 
in Japan’s hands, the possession of 
which by Japan would give her com ­ 
mand of the whole Siberian littoral. 
Russia could 
with 
propriety 
pay a 
large sum. 
Gloomy forebodings, how ever, may 
lie premature at lins Juncture, as e v ­ 
erything indicates that the plenipoten­ 
tiaries on both sides are sincerely de 
sirons of concluding a treaty of peace. 
The first m eeting of the plenipotenti­ 
aries yesterd ay was of an entirely 
informal character, so informal in fact 
that Baron Komura did not bring his 
letter of credence to the Portsmouth 
navy-yard, 
w hereas 
Mr. 
W itte 
was 
armed with the original docum ent in 
Russian settin g forth the powers con­ 
ferred upon him. and also with a trans­ 
lation of the document. 
The latter 
he read. 
Baron Komura w as em bar­ 
rassed and offered to send back to the 
hotel for his comm unication, but Mr. 
W itte expressed his faith that the cre­ 
dentials were full and ample and it was 
arranged that official exchange of cre­ 
dentials should be made today. 
Later 
in 
the afternoon, 
however, 
copies of th e credentials were infor­ 
mally exchanged in order that they 
might be examined before the m eet­ 
ing today. 
It is known that the cre­ 
dentials differ slightly. 
In exactly 
what respect could not be ascertained, 
but assurance is given both by the 
Japanese and Russian em issaries that 
the difference is not essential and con ­ 
stitutes no obstacle to the official open­ 
ing of th*' negotiations. 
Indeed, the 
president was officially informed last 
night that the credentials were full, 
ample ami satisfactory to both sides. 
It was decided to hold tw o daily s e s­ 
sions, on** in the morning, beginning 
at 9:30, and one in the afternoon, be­ 
ginning at J.

disaster ami 
report 
where to place 
the blame. 
To avoid the possibility 
of a prejudiced inquiry, Mayor Gans 
decided that all the investigators shall 
be out-of-town men. 
Of those now in the hospital Helen 
Donahue is believed to be near the 
point of death, and Mrs. W illiam Borst 
of Windom, Minn., a shopper, has only 
an even chance of recovery. 
The small number of deaths, small 
when it is considered that nearly IOO 
persons went down with the wreck, is 
accounted for by the fact that scarcely 
any of the brick walls fell and the 
debris 
consisted 
m ostly 
of 
wooden 
timbers and plaster, with only an oc­ 
casional 
iron girder. 
One of these 
iron beam s crushed the life out of four 
young girls. 


A GLORIOUS VICTORY 


But It is Not Yet Known Who Won 


it. 


Indianapolis, Aug. IO.— After a fierce 
battle that waged for nearly six hours 
betw een the Browns and the Blues on 
the governm ent reservation at Fort 
Benjamin Harrison yesterday, an arm­ 
istice was agreed upon late in the 
afternoon pending peace negotiations. 
The term s of peace have not yet been 
agreed upon and each army is con­ 
fidently claim ing the victory. 
It is 
practically agreed that there will be 
no further fighting. 
The list of killed and wounded has 
not yet been compiled, but it will prob­ 
ably reach alarming proportions. 
At 
least tw o com panies were com pletely 
annihilated, one company being killed 
twice. 
Powder burned, dust-begrimed, 
hungry and fatigued from many hours 
of service, both sides welcom ed the 
arm istice and w earily marched back 
to the temporary cam p for the first 
meal in hours, 
Half an hour later, 
with banners flaunting in the breezes, 
they marched back to Fort Harrison 
and rested from the battle. 
Today is field day at Fort Benj. Har­ 
rison. 
Officers of the entire guard by 
voluntary contribution have raised a 
sum of $405 for medals and prizes to 
be awarded the successful contestants, 
the prizes to be contested for by en­ 
listed m en only.
